^^lih'e student papers of the universities to the south of us about 
■attending chapel. 

Most universities were founded because of some great re- 
ligious feeling and the need for its continuance, and with the 
cndowmenl went ihc necessity of students; attending chapel. It 
would appear lhai it is only in the sophisticated East that they 
]iavc done aw.<iy with chapel, at least compulsory attendance: 
One senior year at Brown claims that its great gift to the uni- 
versitj' was the abolition of compulsory chapel. 

But we have noticed that, the ciy is not against chapel at- 
tendance but an urge that it should be made more use of. Some 
institutions are so eager that they have initiated Chapel Week. 
We hope that they do not limit their attendance solely to that 
week. Two others have an evangelist who is conducting services 
for a week. It has been understood that some university stu- 
dents were bad boys but we did not think that they were as bad as 
all that. Most people have a spark of good in them. 

Such happenings as compulsory chapel, Chapel Week and 
university revivals have not found their place at McGill. ^ye are 
a tolerant university with regard to religion and it would be a 
hard 'thing to enforce while there are five i-eligious groups on 
the campus. The local unit of the Student Christian Movement 
has been the only group to inaugurate University Church Ser- 
vices and their monthly sen-ices are appreciated, as is shown by 
the attendance in Moyse Hall. 

Circumstances are not conducive to religious services when 
there is no University Chapel. It seems strange , that religious 
s-srvices have io be held in Moyse Hall. There was a time when 
they were held in the Ball Room of the Union. At present there 
is but one chapel used for private devotions of the university at 
large and that only on special occasions, when the numbers are 
limited owing to limited seating capacity. 

Ths chapel in Hart Hou.se fills a unique place in the life of 
the University of Toronto. At McGill at present there is avail- 
able, on all occasions, the Quiet Room in Strathcona Hall only. 
But with the erection, of the new Divinity Hall on University 
Stireet there will be a. chapel on the campus that may fill the 
need that has long made itself felt. If held in there, and we hope 
they will be, University Church Services in the future will be 
able to claim full adhei'ence to all three words, ..

FOR ITS OWN SAKE 

L IMITATION of algebra, romance languages, and ancient 
history to an exceedingly small number of students was 
.advocated recently by Dr. David Snedden, Columbia professor 
of education, before Michigan high school principals. The state- 
ment, though having some earmarks of a reasonable solution of 
.'he present educational problems, seems to be an abuse of Dr. 
Snedden's much-bruited theory of education : that college stu- 
dents should be taught according to their respective objectives: 
e., technical, academic, and social. 
His idea of grouping students is a bit of profound common 
iense, but his remark about confining the humanities exclusively 
to something like 10 per cent, indicates that hé had laid down 
'.00 narrow a path for those in the technical and social groups. 
Di". Snedden sets too gi-eat an emphasis on the technical and 
ephemeral, on the innierial and the current. He would have the 
students living wholly in the present, their eyes closed to the 
past with its wealth of experience and wisdom. 

Appropriate advice comes from Professor A. E. R. Boak of 
the University of Michigan, who recently told Phi Kappa Phi 
initiates thu'c ''one oi the chief faults of our universities i.s that 
their admini.sirative officers are too much influenced by niater- 
ialrstic considerations in the planning of curricula. 

"Knowledge .should be taught at a university for its own 
sake," he said further. "Every person who would place him- 
self in the category of the educated needs at least a foundation 
in the purely academic .studies. Without this factor, one's edu- 
.cation is a 'house built on the .sand.' " 

The well proportioned Bystem would foUov/ the basic lines 
,Qf ithe proi)o.sed University college. After a survey of the hu- 
ipanities the students desiring only social development would 
leave, those seeking a technical training for the bread-and-butter 
purposes of life would enter appropriate colleges, and those de- 
siring and entitled to further academic training would be pro- 
-n}Qted to an advanced college of literature, ^rts and tlie sciences. 
Such a plan would give to all the mark of an education, and de- 
velope, without conflict, the industrial and the intellectual in 
their fields. .
